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No Fault Divorces 


The Michigan Law Keviskm 


Commission has presented a bill 
to the legislature, which if adopt- 
ed, would follow the 
lead of 


California, Texas, New York and 
Iowa in severing the marital tie 
between a couple which finds 
marriage a battleground rather 
than a workable partnership. 


The Commission proposes the 


single test for granting a divorce 
be a court finding: 


"There has been a breakdown 


in the marriage relationship to 
the extent that the legitimate 
objects of matrimony have been 
destroyed and there remains no 
reasonable liklihood that the mar- 
riage can be preserved." 


Michigan, as do those other 


states except for the four men- 
tioned, sets forth 
s p e c i f i c 


grounds for divorce. In our state 
they are desertion, h a b i t u a l 
drunkedness, 
non-support, 
im- 


prisonment for a felony, adul- 
tery and cruelty. The latter is a 
catchall ranging through insensi- 
tive treatment of a sensitive 
spouse to failure or refusal of 
consummation. 


The Commission's 
recommen- 


dation necessarily includes those 
causes but takes the further step 
by saying if a marriage is not 
working out, then the unhappy 
party should be released from its 
bond. 


The recommendation also elim- 


inates the concept of fault. 


Under Michigon procedure if 


the spouse seeking the divorce is 
partly responsible for the rift, 
the court denies a decree. 


The proposal would not alter 


present rules concerning child 
custody and support, 
property 


settlements and alimony. 


Its no fault concept would, 


however, crack one barrier in 
contested divorce cases by taking 
away the bargaining power or 
property settlements and alimony 
in exchange for obtaining the 
divorce. ,

est impact in our heritage took 
place in 15th century England.

prudence. It transferred control 
of domestic relations from the 
Church to the civil authority. 


The original legal interpreta- 


tion of Henry's act held divorce 
to be a legislative prerogative. 


For decades thereafter only a 


special act of Parliament could 
grant a divorce. 


By the. 19th century this posi- 


tion broadened administratively. 


The legislature established the 


ground rules for divorce and left 
it to the courts to determine if 
the contesting parties could fit 
within that framework. 


The 
legislative approach 
in 


specifying fairly rigid grounds 
for divorce bows to the canonical 
control over domestic relations in 
times past. Only one partner's 
excessive misconduct was favor- 
ed against the 
social 
stigma 


attaching to divorce. 


Today's attitude has changed 


greatly in that respect. 


Divorce increasingly is being 


looked 
upon as a last 
ditch 


remedy for a personality conflict, 
either latent prior to the mar- 
riage or developing later on. 


The position 
taken by the 


California, Iowa, New York and 
Texas legislatures essentially is 
that an error is not cured by 
continuing it; better to make a 
clean break, and start afresh. 


Without any benefit whatever 


from Women's Lib, this view- 
point has evolved in the past f our 
to five decades as women have 
moved ever closer to economic 
parity with men. It is inevitable, 
almost, that one byproduct of 
that development 
is the view 


that marriage should be a mutual 
shelter rather than a prison for 
one or even both partners. 


The Michigan Commission is 


not suggesting an easy meet, 
easy go basis for marriage, or a 
legalized free love substitute for 
the institution. 


The proposal merely seeks to 


unwind an untight situation bet- 
ter than the present legal boxing 
match does. 


Diplomacy Threatened 


Diplomatic kidnapings threa- 


ten to replace plan hijackings as 
the favorite method of harass- 
ment 
by terrorist groups 
of 


various shades of the far loft. 
The frequency of such acts in the 
last year and the unresolved 
status of a number of them 
attest to that. 


As with hijackings, individual 


governments are finding kidnap- 
ings of public officials particular- 
ly difficult crimes to deal with. 
The situation in Uruguay demon- 
strates the problem. 


With the abduction of British 


ambassador 
Goeffrey 
Jackson, 


the leftist Tupamaros guerrilla 
organization in that country now 
holds three diplomatic hostages, 
including United States agronom- 
ist Claude L. Fly. The latest 
incident marks the fifth kidnap- 
ing by the Tupamaros in the last 
six months. One of the victims 
was released without ransom and 
another was shot to death. 


Uruguay may have become the 


favorite target of political kid- 
napers, but it is only one of at 
least a half dozen to be attacked 
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in the last year. Most of them 
have occurred in this 
hemis- 
phere. 


Just as it was finally necessary 


tor 
individual governments 
to 


combine their talents to put a 
stop to hijackings, it is time for 
the nations of the world to decide 
jointly to put a stop to this latest 
form of outrage. 


Organizations s u c h as the 


United Nations and the Organ- 
ization of A m e r i c a n States 
ought to show greater interest in 
this direction than they have 
demonstrated thus far. Washing- 
ton and other capitals with a di- 
rect interest in the terrorist at- 
tacks on the sanctity of diplo- 
matic institutions should press 
for urgent action by the UN and 
the OAS. 


Should such moves be thwart- 


ed, unilateral actions 
between 


states is another avenue to be 
pursued. One of the most effec- 
tive weapons which could 
be 


adopted is an agreement 
that 


political ransons will not be paid 
and asylum will not be granted to 
any 
who pursue this 
course. 


Removing all profit from such 
adventures would bring them to 
a quick conclusion. 


Continued failure to come to 


(?rips with the problem guaran- 
tees both the number of kidnap- 
ings and the recklessness of the 
kidnapers will continue to grow, 
granting to the terrorists the 
very effect they seek.

Cranston, D-Calif., chairman of 
the Senate's Veterans 
Affairs 


Subcommittee, called a Harvard 
socialist to Washington recently 
to find out how Vietnam vet- 
erans are adjusting to civilian 
life. 


The result told more about 


the 
haphazard 
way 
Cranston 


holds hearings than the situa- 
tion with returning war vet- 
erans. 


Cranston's "expert" — Dr. 


Charles Levy — said he had 
reached the f o l l o w i n g con 
elusions 
about 
Vietnam 
vet- 


erans: 


• They are "violence-prone" 


upon returning home. "As in 
Vietnam," the doctor testified, 
"the targets of their hostility 
may 
be those on their own 


side." 


• 
They w e r e "invariably 


positive" in their thoughts about 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese enemies, but despise 
members of the allied South 
Vietnam forces. One Vietnam 
veteran, according to Dr. Levy, 
said he and several buddies 
threw a one-legged South Viet- 
namese soldier out of a truck 
that was taking him for hospital 
care. 


• 
They "haled 
their own 


officers 
and sergeants," said 


professor Levy. They even told, 
in two cases, of killing them. 


Now those are some mighty 


strong charges and any socialist 
who makes them — be he from 
Harvard or East Ivanhoe Stute 
— 
had better be ready to 


support them with evidence. 


Dr. 
Levy was not. Under 


questioning he admitted that his 
conclusions were reached after 
interviewing the grand total of 
60 Vietnam veterans. Moreover, 
all were 
Marines, 
all 
were 


enlisted men, all were white, nil 
live today in the aame section of 
one 
city. (For Dr. 
Levy's 


information there are 2.5 mil- 
lion Vietnam veterans, 430,000 
of them Marines.) 


But there's more. Not only 


did Dr, Levy interview only 60 
men, 
but he has never b««n to 


Vietnam nor has he ever served 
in the military. 


Donald Johnson, who heads 


the 
Veterans Administration, 


branded Dr. Levy's testimony 
"demeaning and an insult to the 
millions of veterans who have 
served in Vietnum. 


"It is my personal opinion," 


Johnson 
continued, 
"that' at 


least same of those interviewed 
were telling tall war stories or 
even, perhaps, pulling the doc- 
tor's leg."

deserted and returned home. 


After the battle of Lexington, 


he led a militia company to 
Cambridge and, in 1115, propos- 
ed an expedition against Crown 
Point and Ticonderoga. Ethan 
Allen, acting on behalf of some 
members of the 
Connecticut 


Assembly, was handed the com- 
mand, instead of Arnold. 


Later, during an invasion of 


Canada, his superior was killed 
and Arnold severely wounded. 
Arnold was placed in command 
at Montreal. 


Some time after his retreat 


from Canada, charges of mis- 
conduct, and dishonesty were 
brought against him. After a 
lardy 
investigation, 
he 
was 


cleared of the charges. 


In recognition of his exploits 


against British forces, he was 
promoted 
and 
sent 
up 
the 


Mohawk Valley. He performed 
brilliantly 
in 
the 
first 
and 


second battle of Saratoga and 
received the praise of Congress. 


• In 1780, he 
contacted 
the 


British with a plan to betray 
some important post. With this 
in mind, he sought and obtained 
command of West Point, key to 
the Hudson Valley. His traitor- 
ous act was discovered and he 
escaped to the British lines. 


He went to London where he 


was active in filling out priva- 
teers during the war between 
Britain and France, 


He gradually sank into mel-
